Moſco the chief City, lying in 
55. degrees , diſtant from Saint 
Nicholas 1500 miles, 1s reputed 
to be greater than London with 
the Suburbs, but rudely built , 
their Houſes and Churches moſt 
of Timber, tew of Stone, their 
Streets unpavd ; it hath a fair 
Caſtle tour-ſquare, upon a Hill, 
twa miles about , with Brick 
Walls 
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Walls very high, and ſome fay 
18 foot thick, 16 Gates, and as 
many Bulwarks ; in the Caſtle 
are kept the chief Markets, and 
in Winter on the River being 
then firm Ice. This River Moſ- 
cxua on the ſouth-weſt ſide enclo- 
ſes the Caſtle, wherein are nine 
fair Churches with round gilded 
Towers, and the Emperour's Pa- 
lace ; which neither within, nor 
without is equal for ſtate to the 
King's Houſes in England but ra- 
ther like our Buildings of old 
faſhion with ſmall Windows , 
ſome of Glaſs, ſome with Latices, 
or Iron Bars.

gion , had to wife Anna Si 


| tter of Bafilius and Conſtantine 


Greek Emperours ; and with all 
his People in the Year 988. 
was baptizd, and calld Baſilius, 
Howbeit Zonaras reporteth that 
before that - time Baſilizs ' the 
Greek Emperour ſent a Biſhop 
to them ; at whoſe preaching 
| they not being mov'd , but re- 
| quiring a Miracle, he, after de- 
of vout Prayers, taking the Book 
of. Goſpel into his hands, threw 
it before them all into the Fire : 
| Which remaining - there uncon- 
ſum'd, they were converted. 
Volodimir had eleven Sons a- 
hx mong whom he divided his 
gt Kingdom ;  Boriſtus and Glebus 
for their holy Life regiſterd 
Saints ; and their Feaft kept eve- 


| ry year in November with great 


D 4 ſolem- 
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folemnity. The reſt through 
contention to have the ſole Go- 


vernment, ruind each other ; | 


leaving onely Faroſiaus inheritour 
of all. 

Volodimir Son of FJaroflaus 
kept his Reſidence in the ancient 
City K:ow upon the River Borz- 
ftenes. And after many conflicts 
with the Song of his Uncles ; and 
having ſubdud all was calld 
Monomachus. He made war with 


Conſtantine the Greek Emperour, | 


waſted Thracia , and returning 
home with great ſpoils to prepare 
new war, was appeasd by Con- 
flantine, who ſent Neophytus Bi- 
ſhop of Epheſus, and Euſtathius 


Abbot of Feruſalem, to preſent | 
him with. part of our Saviour's 


Croſs, and other rich Gifts, and 
to ſalute him by . the name of 


Czar, or Ceſar : with whom he | 


thencetorth enter'd - into league 
and amity. 
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After him in order of def- 
cent Yuſzevolodus , George , De- 
metrius. 

Then George, his Son, who 
in the Year 1237. was flain in 
battail by the 7artar Prince Ba- 
thy, who ſubdud Muſcovia and 
made it tributary. From that 
time the 7artarians made ſuch 
Dukes of Ruſt, as they thought 
would be moſt pliable to their 
ends ; of whom they requir'd, as 


{ oft as Ambaſſadours came to him 


out of Tartary, to go out and 
meet them ; and in his own 
Court to. ſtand bare-headed , 
while they fate and deliverd 
their Meſſage. At which time 
the Tartars waſted alſo Polonia, 
Silefa, and Hungaria, till Pope 
Innocent the Fourth obtain'd peace 
of them for 5- years. This Ba- 
thy, ſay the Ruſſians, was the 
Father of Tamerlan, whom they 
call. Zemirkutla. 


Then 
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- "Then ſucceeded -Fatoſlavs 1the 
Brother of George , then A/exan- 
der his Son. 

Daniel the Son of Alexander 
was he who firft made the City 
of: Moſco his Royal Seat, builded 
the Caſtle,- and took on him the 
Title of great Duke. 

Fohn the Son of Daniel was 
ſirnamed KXaleta, - that. word bg 
nifying.a Scrip, out of which, 


continually carried about with | 
him, he. was wont to deal his | 


Almes 


Bafilius and George, 
Bafilius reigning had a Son of 
his own name, but doubting left 


not of his own -Body, through | 


the ſuſpicion he had of his Wite's 
Chaſtity, him he diſinherits, and 
gives the Dukedom to his Bro- 
ther George. 

George 


His Son Simeon dying without | 
Iſſue left the Kingdona to John | 
his next Brother ;: and he to his | 
Son Demetrius,who left two Sons, | 


») 
= 
» 
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George putting his Nephew Baf- 
lius 10 priſon, reigns ; yet at his 
death , 'either through remorſe , 
or other cauſe ſurrenders him 
the Dukedom. 

Baſilius unexpectedly thus at» 
taining his ſuppoſed right , en- 
joyd it not long in quiet ; for 
Andrew and Demetrius the two 
Sons of George counting it injury 
not to ſucceed their Father, made 
war upon him, and ſurprizing 
him on a ſuddain, put out his 
Eyes. Notwithſtanding which, 
the Bozarens, or Nobles kept 
their allegiance to the - Duke 
though blind , whom therefore 
they calld Cziemnox. 

John Vafiliwich his Son was 
the firſt who brought the Ryſtan 
Name out of obſcurity into re- 
nown. To ſecure his own Eſtate 
he put to death as many of his 
Kindred as were likely to pre- 
tend ; and ſtild himſelt great 
Duke of Wolodimiria, Muſcovza, 


Nove- 
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Novogardia , Czar of all Ruſſta. 
He won Pleſco the onely walled 
City in all Muſcovy, and Nove- 
grod the richeſt, from the Litua- 
#ians, to whom they had been 
fubject 50 years before ; and 


from the hatter carricd home - 


300 Waggons laden with Trea- 
fure. He had war with Al/exan- 
der King of Poland, and with the 
Livonians ; with him, on pre- 
tence of withdrawing his Daugh- 
ter Helena, whom he had to 
wife, from the Greek Church to 
the Romiſh; with the Livenians 
for no other cauſe, but to en- 
farge his Bounds : though he 
were often foyld by Pletteber- 
gius great Maiter ot the Pruſſian 
Knights. His Wife was Daugh- 
ter to the Duke of Tyversky ; of 
her. he begat John; and to him 
reſigned his Dukedom ; giving 
him to wife the Daughter of Sze+ 
ven, Palatine of Moldavia ; by 
whom he had Iſſue Demerrexs, 
and 
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and deceasd ſoon after. Yaſil: 
wich therefore reaſſuming the 
Dukedom married a ſecond Wite 
Sophia Daughter to Thomas Pa 
leologus : who is faid to have re- 
ceivd her Dowry out of the 
Pope's Treaſury , upon promile 
of the Duke to become Romi/h. 
This Princeſs of a haughty 
mind, often complaining thar the 
was married to the 7artars Vaſ- 
fal, at length by continual per- 
ſwaſions, and by a wile found 
means to eaſe her Husband, and 
his Country of that Yoke. For 
whereas till then the Tartar had 
his Procurators, who dwelt in 
the very Caſtle of Moſco, to over- 
ſee State-affairs, the faind that 
from Heaven ſhe had been 
warnd, to build a Temple to 


| Saint Nicholas on the lame place 


where the Tartar Agents had 
their Houſe. Being rheretore de- 
livered of a Son, ſhe made it her 
requeſt to the Prince of 7artary, 
whom

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whom ſhe had invited to the 


-baptizing , that he would give 


her that Houſe ; which obtain- 
ing the razd to the ground ; and 
remov'd thoſe Overſeers out” of 
the Caſtle : and fo by degrees 


diſpoſſeſs'd them of all, which | 


they held in Ruffia. She pre- | 
vaild alſo with her Husband to | 
transfer the Dukedom from De- | 
metrius the Son of John de 
ceasd, to Gabriel his eldeſt by | 
her. | 
Gabriel no ſooner Duke, but 
chang'd his name to Baſilias , 
and ſet his mind to doe nobly ; 
he recoverd great part of Maſ- | 
covy, from Yitoldus Duke of Li- | 
tuania ; and on the Boriſthenes 
won Smolensko and many other | 
Cities in the Year 1514. He | 
divorcd his firſt Wife, and of | 


Flelena Daughter to Duke Gli- Bj 


Sky begat Juan Yaſiliwich. 
Juan Vaſiliwich being left a 
Child was committed to George 
his 
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his Unkle and Protettor ; at 25 
years of age he vanquiſhd the 
Tartars of Cazan and Aſftracar , 
bringing home with him their 
Princes captive ; made cruel war 
m Livonia pretending right of 
inheritance. He ſeem'd excee- 
dingly devout, and whereas the 
Ruſſtans in their Churches uſe 
out of zeal and reverence to 
knock their Heads againſt the 
ground, his Forehead was ſeldom 
tree of ſwellings and bruzes, and 
very often ſeen to bleed. The 
cauſe of his rigour in government, 
he alledg'd to be the malice and 
treachery of his Subjects. Bur 


> | broke into Rafſta, burnt Moſco 
* | to the ground : he reigned 54

SZ 
beria, and took Prifoner the 
King thereof : he removd aiſo 
corrupt Officers and formex 
Taxes. In ſum, a great altera- 
tion in the Goverriment follow'd, 
yet all quietly, and without ty- 
mult. Theſe things reported 
abroad ftrook ftich awe into 
the neighbour Kings, that the 
Crim Tartar with his Wives al- 
fo and many Nobles valiant and 
perfonable men came to viſit 
= Im the 
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the Ruſſian. There came - alſo 
12 hundred Poliſh Gentlemen , 
many Circaſtans, and People of 
other Nations to offer ſervice; 
Ambaſſadours from the Turk ; 
the Perftan, Georgian, and other 
Tartar Princes ; from Almany , 
Poland, Sweden, Denmark. Bur 
this glory laſted not long 
through the treachery of Bors, 
who procurd the death firſt of 
Demetrius , then of the Empe- 
rour himſelf, whereby the im- 
perial Race after the ſucceſſion 
of, 300 years was quite extin- 
uifhy't. 

Boris, adopted, as before was 
faid , third Son to Fuan Yaſili- 
wich without impeachment now 
aſcended the Throne ; but nei- 
ther did he enjoy long, what he 
had ſo wickedly compaſsd ; Di- 
vine revenge raiſing up againſt 
him a Counterfeit ot that Deme- 
trius whom he had caus'd to be 
murthered at Ouglets. This Up-

The Empreſs flying to a ſater 
place had her Collar of Pearl 
pulld from her Neck ; and by 


the next Meſſage command was. |

Whereupon De- 
metrius by general conſent was 
proclaim'd Emperour. The Em- 
preſs now ſeeing all Joſt, coun» 
ſeld the Prince her Son to fol- 
low his Father's example ; who, 


it ſeems, had diſpatch himſelf 


by Poyſon ; and with a deſpe- | 


rate courage beginning the dead- 
ly Health, was .pledg'd effeCtual- 
ly by her San ; but the Daugh- 
ter onely ſipping, eſcap'd. 'Q- 
thers aſcribe this deed to the ſe» 
eret Command of Demetrias , 

and 
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and Self-murther imputed to 
them, to avoid the envy of ſuch 
a Command. 

Demetrius Evanowich , for ſo P«-par-3- 
he call'd himſelf, who ſucceeded, 7** 
was credibly reported the Son of 
Gregory Peupoloy a Ruſſe Gentle- 
man, and in- his younger years 
| to have been ſhorn a Fryar ; but 
eſcaping from the Monaſtery, to 
| have travaild Germany and other 
| Countries, but chiefly Poland : 
| where he attain'd to good ſuffici- 
| ency in Arms and other Experi- 
ence; which raisd in him fach 
high thoughts, as grounding on 
2 common beliet among the Ruſ- 
frans, that the young Demetrius 
was not dead, but convey'd away, 
| and their hatred againſt Bors , 
on this foundation with ſome 
other circumſtances, to build his 
hopes no lower than an Empire ; 
which on his firſt diſcovery tound 
acceptation ſo generally,as planted 
him at length on the Royal Seat ;

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but not ſo. firmly as the fair be- 
ginning promisgd ; for in a ſhort 
while the Ruſſians finding them- 


ſelves abusd . by an Impoſtor, 


on the ſixth day after his marri- 


age,. obſerving when his Guard 
ot Poles were molt ſecure, ruth- 
ing into the Palace betore break 
ot day , dragd him out of his 
Bed, and when he had contes'd 
the fraud, pulld him to pieces; 
with him Peter Baſman was al- 
ſo ſlain, and both their dead Bo- 
dies laid open in the Market- 
place. He was of no preſence, 
but otherwiſe of a princely diſ- 
poſition ; -too bountitull, which 
occaſion'd ſome exattions; in 0- 
ther matters a great lover of ju- 
ſtice, not unworthy the Empire 
which he had gotten, and loſt 
onely through greatneſs. of mind, 
negkCting the Conſpiracy, which 
he knew the Ruſrans were plot- 
ting. - Some ſay their hatred 
grew , tor that they ſaw him 
aliena- 
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alienated from the Ruſtau Man- 
ners and Religion, having made 
Buchinskoy, .a learned Proteſtant 
his Secretary. Some report from 
Gilbert's relation ; who was a 
Scet, .and Captain of his Guard, 
that lying on his Bed awake, 
not long before the Conſpiracy, 
he ſaw the appearance of an aged 
man coming toward. him ; at 
which he roſe, and calld to 
them that watchd ; but the 

denied to have ſeen any ach 
paſs by them. He returning to 
his Bed, and within an hour at- 
ter troubl'd again with the ſame 
Apparition, fent for Buchinskoy, 
telling him he had now twice 
the ſame night ſeen an aged man, 
who at his ſecond coming told 
him, that though he were a good 
Prince of himſelf, yet for the in- 
juſtice and oppreſſion of his 1infe- 
riour Miniſters, his Empire ſhould 
be taken from him. The Secre- 
tary counſelld him to embrace 
true 
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true Religion, affirming that for 
lack thereof, his Officers were ſo 


corrupt. The Emperour ſeem'd 


to be much 'movd, and to intend 


what was perſwaded him. But 
a few daies after, the other Se- 
cretary , a Ruſſian, came to him 
with a drawn Sword ; of which 
the Emperour made flight at 
firſt ; but he after bold words al- 
faulted him , ſtrait ſeconded by 
other Conſpiratours crying liber- 
ty. Gilbert with many of the 
Guard qverſuddenly ſurprisd re- 
treated to: Coluga a Town which 
they fortify'd ; moſt of the other 
Strangers were maſlacr'd, except 
the Engliſh, whoſe mediation 
ſay'd alſo Buchinskoy. Shusky 
who ſucceeded him reports in a 
Letter to King Fames otherwiſe 
of him ;. that his right name was 


Gryſhca the Son of Boughdan j| 
that to 'eſcape puniſhment for! 


Villanies done, he turn'd Fryar, 
and fell at laſt to-the Black art ; 
- and 
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and fearing that the Metropoli- 
tan intended therefore to impri- 
ſon him, fled into Lettow; where 
by. counſel of Sigzſmand the Po- 
land King, he began to call him- 
ſelf Demetry of Oug/itts ; and by 
many Libels and Spies. privily 
ſent into. Moſco , gave out the 
fame ; that. many Letters and 
Meſſengers thereupon were ſent 
from Bors into Poland, and from 
the Patriarch, to' acquaint them 
who the Runnagate was ; but 
the Polanders giving them no 
credit, furniſh't him the more 
with Arms and Money , not- 
withſtanding the League ; and 
ſent the Palatine Sandamers%o 
and other Lords to accompany 
him into Ruſſta, gaining alſo a 
Prince of the Crim Tartars to 
; | his aide; that the Army of Bors 
;'| hearing of his ſudden death , 


| yielded to this Gry/hca,, who ta- 


king to wite the Daughter of 
Sandamersko, attempted to root 
out

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out the Ruftan Clergy, and to 
bring in the Romi/þ Religion, 
for which purpoſe many Jefuits 


came =_\ with him. Whete- 


upon Shusky with the Nobles and 
Metropolitans _— againſl 
him, in: half a year gather all 
the Forces of Moſcovra, and fur- 
prifing him-found in writing un- 
der his own hand all ' thete his 
Intentiofis;” Letters alſo from the 
_- artd Cardinals to the ſame 
effect, not -onely to 'ſet up the 
Religion of Rome, but to force 
it upon! all, with death to them 
that refus'd. 

Vafily Evanowich Shusky after 
the ſlaughter of Demetry or Gryſh- 
ca was eleted Emperour ; having 
not long before been at the Block 
for reporting to have ſeen the 
true Demetrius dead and buried; 


. but Gry/hca not onely recaltt 


him , bur-advanc'd him, to be 
the inſtryment of his' own ruine. 
He was then about: the age of 
50; 
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50; nobly deſcended, never mar- 
ried, of great wiſedom reputed , 
« favourcr of the Fng/i/h; tor he 
favd them from ritling in the 
former Tumulrts. Some ſay he 
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modeſtly refusd the Crown, till Purch. 
by lot four times together 'it fell PX 3- 


to him ; yet alter that, growing 
jealous of his Title, remov'd. by 
Poyſon, and other means all the 
Nobles that were like to ſtand 
his Rivals; and is ſaid to have 
conſulred with Witches of the 
Samoeds, Lappians and Tartari- 
ans, about the fame tears; and 
being warn'd of one Michalowich, 
to have put to death three of 
that name; yet a fourth was re: 
fervd by fate to ſucceed him ; 
being then a Youth attendant in 
the Court, one of thoſe that held 
the golden Axes, and leaſt ſuſpec- 
ted, But before that time he al- 
fo was ſupplanted by another re- 
viving Demetrius brought in by 
the Poles ; whoſe counterfeited 

Hand, 
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Hand, and ſtrange relating of 
privateſt Circumſtances had al- 
moſt deceiv'd Gilbert himſelf ; 
had not their perſons been utter- 
ly unlike ; but Gry/hca's Wite fo 
far believ'd him tor her Huſ- 
band, as to receive him to her 
Bed. Shusky beſieg'd in his Caſtle 
of Moſco, was adventrouſly ſup- 
plyd with ſome Powder and 
Ammunition by the Engl/iſþ ; 
and with 2000 French, Engliſh 
and Scots, with other Forces 
from Charles King of Swedey. 
The Engliſh after many milſeries 
of cold, and hunger and aſlaults 
by the way , deſerted by the 
French, yielded moſt of them to 
the Pole, neer Smolensko, and 
ſerv'd him againſt the RyS. Mean 
while this ſecond Demetrius be- 
ing now rejected by the Poles, 
with thoſe Ruſians that ſided 
with him laid ſiege to Moſco : 
Zolkiewsky for Sigiſmund King of 
Poland Beleaguers on the other 


ſide 
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fide with forty thouſand Men ; 
whereof 1500 Engliſh , Scotch, 
and French. Shusky deſpairing 
fuccels betakes him to a Mona- 
fiery ; but with the City 1s yiek 
ded ro the Pole; who turns now 
his force again{t rhe Counterfeit 
Demetrius; he ſeeking to tly is 
by a Zartar flain in his Camp. 
Smclensko held our a fiege of two 
years, then ſurrender'd. Shusky 
the Emperour carried away into 
Poland , there-ended miſerably in 
priſon. . But before his departure 
out of Muſcovy the Polanders in 
his name ſending tor. the chief 
Nobility as to a laſt farewelt, 
cauſe them to be entertain in a 
ſecret place, and there diſpatctvd : 
by this means the cafier to fubdue 
the People. Yer the* Po/es were 
ſtarv'd at lengrh out of thoſe Pla- 
ces. in Moſco which they had for- 
tify'd. Wherein the Rufſtans who 
beſieg'd them, found, as is repor- 
ted, 60 Barrels of Man's bleſh 7 
Ly Pow» 
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powder'd, being the Bodies of 


ſuch as dy'd among them , or 
were ſlain in fight. 

After which the Empire of 
Rufiia broke to pieces, the prey 
of ſuch as could catch, every one 
naming himſelf, and ſtriving to 
be accounted that Demetrius of 
Ouglitts. Some choſe Vladiſlaus 
King Sigiſmund's Son, but he not 
accepting, they fell to a popular 
Government ; killing all the No- 
bles under pretence of favouring 
the Poles. Some overtures of re- 
ceiving them were made, as ſome 
ſay, to King James, and Sir John 
Meric, and Sir William Ruſſel im- 
ploy'd therein. Thus Ruſſa re- 
maining in this contuſion , it 
happend that a mean Man, a 
Butcher dwelling in the North 
about Duina, inveying againſt 
the baſeneſs of their Nobility , 
and the corruption of Officers, 
uttered words, that if they would 
but chooſe a faithfull Treaſurer 

to 
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to pay. well: the Souldiers, and 
a good. General ( naming one 
Pozarsky a poor Gentleman, who 


after good tervice done hv'd not: 


far oft retird and neglected;) rhat 
then he doubted not to drive oat 
the Poles. The People affent', 
and chooſe. that General ; the 
Butcher they make their Treafu- 
rer who both fo well diſcharg'd 
their Places, that with an Army 
ſoon gatherd they raiſe the ſiege 
of Moſco, which the Polanders 
had renew'd; and with Boris Lz- 
cin another great Souldier of that 
Countrey fall into conſultation 
about the choiſe of an Emperour, 
and choſe at laſt Michalowich, or 
Michael Pheedorowich, the tatal 
Youth , whoſe name Shusty ſo 
teard. 

Michael Pheoderowich thus e- 
lected by the valonr of Pozarsfy 
and Boris Licin, made them both 
Generals of his Forces, joyning 
with them another great Com- 
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mander of the Cofſacks whoſe aid 
had much befriended him ; the 
Butcher alſo was made a Coun- 
ſelour of State. Finally a Peace 
was made up between the” Ruſſ- 
ans and the Poles ; and that part

The firft diſcovery of Ruſſia by 
the North-eaſt, 1553 with the 
Engliſh Embaſſies , and Enter- 
tainments at that Conrt, untill 
the Tear 1604. 


T HE diſcovery of Ruſſia by Hac. vol.1, 


the northern Ocean, made 43 *5+ 


firſt, of any Nation that we 
know , by Engliſh men, might 
have ſeemd an enterpriſe almoſt 
heroick ; if any higher end than 
the exceſſive love of Gain and 
Trafftick , had animated the de- 
ſign. Nevertheleſs that in re- 
gard that many things not un- 
profitable to the knowledge of 
Nature, and other Obſervations 
are hereby come to light, as 
good events ofttimes ariſe from 
evil occaſions, it will not be the 
worlt labour to relate briefly the 
F 3 be- 
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beginning, and proſecution of 
this adventurous Voiage ; untill 
it became 'at laſt a familiar Paſ 
ſage. 

When our. Merchants perceiv'd 
rhe' Commoditics'of England to 
be in ſmall requeft abroad, and 
foreign Merchandize to grow 
higher in eſteem and value than 
betore, they began.to think with 
themſelves - how this might be 
remedied. And ſeeing how the 
Spaniards and Portigals had en- 


creasd their Wealth by diſcove- 


ry of new Trades and Countries, 


they reſolvd upon ſome new and 


ſtrange Navigation. At the ſame 
time. Sebaſtian Chabota, a man 
for the knowledge of Sea-affairs 
much renown'd in thoſe daies , 
happen'd to be in London. With 
him firſt they conſult ; and by 
his -advice conclude to furniſh 
out - three Ships for the ſearch 
and diſcovery of - the northern 
parts. And having heard that a 
| ccr- 
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certain Worm is bred in that 
Ocean, which many times ea- 
teth through the ſtrongeſt Oak, 
they contrive to cover ſome part 
of the Keel of thoſe Ships with 
thin ſheets of Lead ; and victual 
them for 18 months ; allowing 
equally to their journey their 
ſtay, and their return. Arms 
alſo they provide and ſtore of 
Munition , with ſufficient Cap- 
tains and Governours for ſo great 
an enterpriſe. To which among 
many, and ſome void of experi- 
ence that offer d themſelves, Sir 
Hugh Willowby a valiant Gentle- 
man earneſtly requeſted to have 
the charge. Of whom before all 
others both for his goodly perſo- 
nage, and ſingular skill in the 
ſervices of War , they made 
choiſe to be Admiral ; and of 
Richard Chancelor, a man great- 
ly eſteem'd for his skill, to be 
chief Pilot. This man was 
brought up by Mr. Henry Sid- 
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cy, afterwards Deputy of Jre- 
lind , who coming where the 
Adventurers were gather d toge- 
ther ; though then a young 
man, with a grave and cloquent 
Speech commended Chaxcelor 
unto them. 

After this, they omitted no 
enquiry after any perſon that 
might inform them. concerning 
thoſe north-caſterly parts to 
which the Voiage tended ; and 
two Zartarians then of the 
King's Stable were ſent for ; bur 
they were able to anſwer  no- 
thing to purpoſe. So after much 
debate it. was concluded that by 
the 20th of May the Ships ſhould 
depart. Being, come near Green- 
wich 'where the Court then lay, 
preſently the Courtiers came 
running out, the Privy Council 
at the Windows, the reſt on the 
Towers and Battlements, - The 
Mariners all apparelld in Watch- 
£t, or sky-coloured Cloth, dif- 
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charge their Ordnance ; the 


noiſe whereof, and of the People 
ſhouting 'is anſwerd from the 
Hills and Waters with as loud 
an Echo. Onely the good King 
Edward then fick beheld not 
this ſight, but dyd ſoon after. 
from hence putting into Zar- 
wich , they ſtaid long and loſt 
much time. At length palling 
by Shetland, they kenn'd a tar 
oft AZgelands, being an innumera- 
ble ſort of Iſlands calld Kof# 
[lands in 66 degrees. Thence 
to Lofoof 1n 68. to Seinam 1n 
70 degrees ; theſe Iſlands belong 
all to the Crown” of Dermark. 
Whence departing Sir Zugh W:l- 
lowby ſet out his Flag by which 
he call'd together the chief men 
of his other Ships to counſel ; 
where they conclude, in caſe 
they happend to be ſcatter'd by 
Tempeſt, that Wardhouſe a no- 
ted Haven in Finmark be the 
appointed place of their _— 
The 
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The very fame day after noon 
ſo great a Tempeſt aroſe, that 
the Ships were ſome drivn one 
way, ſome another in great pe- 
ril. The General with his lou- 
deft voice call'd to Chancelor not 
to be far from him ; but 1n vain, 
for the admiral ſayling much 
bettcr than his Ship, and bearing 
all her Sayles was carried with 
great {wiftneſs: ſoon out of tght ; 
but before that , the Ship-boat 
ſtriking againſt her Ship was 
overwhelmed in view of the Bo- 
waventure whereot Chancelor was 
Captain. The third Ship alſo in 
the fame Storm was loſt. But 
Sir Hugh Willowby eſcaping that 
Storm , and wandring on thoſe 


deſolate Seas till the 18h of Sep-. 


tember put into a Haven where 
they had Weather as in the depth 
of Winter ; and there determi- 
ning .to abide till Spring , ſent 
out three men ſouthweſt to find 
Inhabitants; who journy'd three 
| daies

daies but found none ; then other 
three went weſtward four dates 
journey , and laſtly three ſonth- 
caſt three daies ; but they all re- 
turniopg without news of People, 
or any ſign of Habitation, Sir 
Hugh with the company of his 
two Ships abode there till Janua- 
ry, as appears by a Will ſince 
tound in one of the- Ships ; but 
then periſh'd all with cold. This 
River or Haven was Arziza in 


Lapland neer to Kegor , where Hac. 464, 


they were found dead the year 
after by certain Ruſſian Fiſher. 
men. Whereot the Engliſh A- 
gent at Moſco having notice , 
ſent and recover d the Ships 
with the dead Bodies and moſt 
of the Goods, and ſent them for 
England ; but the Ships being 
unſitanch, as is ſupposd , by 
their two years wintring in Lap- 
land, funk by the way with 
their Dead, and them alſo that 
brought them. But now Chan- 
| celor 
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celor with his Ship and Company 
thus left, ſhapd his courſe to 
Wardhouſe, the place agreed on 
to expect the reſt ; where ha- 
ving ſtaid 7 dates without ty- 
dings of them, he reſolves at 
lehgth to hold on his Vouge; 
and fayld ſo far till he found 
no night, but continual day and 
Sun cleerly ithining on that huge 
and vaſt Sea for certain dates. 
At length they enter into a great 
Bay, namd, as they knew atter, 
from Saint Nicholas; and ſpying 
a Fiſherboat, made after him to 
know what People they were. 
The Fiſhermen amaz'd with the 
greatneſs of his Ship, to them a 
{trange and new ſight, ſought to 
fly ; but overtak'n, in great fear 
they proſtrate themſelves , and 
ofter to kiſs his Feet ; but he ray- 
ſing them up with all ſignes and 
geſtures of courteſic , ſought to 
win their friendſhip. They no 
ſooncr difmiſt, but ſpread ___ 
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the arrival of a ſtrange Nation, 
whoſe humanity they ſpake of 
with great affection ; 'whereup- 
on the People running together, 
with like return of all courteous 
uſage receive them; offering them 
Victuals freely ; nor retuting to 
traffick, but tor a loyal Cuitom 
which bound them from that, 
without firſt rhe conſent had of 
their King. After mutual de- 
mands of each other's Nation 
they found themſelves to be in 
Ruſſia where Fuan Yafiliwich at 
that time reignd Emperour. 
To whom privily the Gover- 
nour of that place ſending no- 
tice of the ſtrange Gueſts that 
were arrivd, held in- the mean 
while our Men in what fu- 
ſpence he could. The Empe- 
rour well pleasd with ſo un- 
expected a Meſlage, invites them 
to his Court, oftring them Poſt- 
horſes at his own charge, or it 
the journey  ſeem'd a - ; 

that 
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that they might freely traffick 
where they were. But. ere this 
Meſienger- couid return, having 
loſt his way , the Muſcovites 
themſelves, ltoath that our men 
ſhould depart which they made 
ſhew to doe, furniſh't them with 
Guides and other Conveniences 
to bring them to their King's 
preſence. - Chancelor.. had now 
gon more: than halt his jour- 
ney, when the Sled-man fent to 
Court meets him on the way ; 
delivers .'him the Emperour's 
Letters ; \which when: the Ruf- 
ſes underflood, ſo willing they 
were to obey the Contents 
thereof, that they quarrelld and 
{trove who: ſhould have the pre- 
terment to put his Horſes to the 
Sled. So alter a long and trou- 
bleſome journey of 1500 miles 
he arrivd/\.at Moſcoe. After he 
had remain'd in the City about 
12 daies, a Meſſenger was ſent 
to bring. them to. the King's 

Houle. 
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Houſe. Being enterd within 
the Court Gates, and brought 
into an outward Chamber, they 
beheld there a very honourable 
company to the number of a 
hunderd ſitting all apparel[d in 
Cloth of gold down to their 
Ancles : next conducted to the 
Chamber of preſence, there fate 
the Emperour on a lofty and 
very royal Throne ; on his 
Head a Diadem of gold, his 
Robe all of Goldſmiths work, 
in his Hand a chryſtal Sceptre 
garniſh'd and beſet with precious 
Stones; no leſs was his Coun- 
tenance full of majeſty. Beſide 
him ſtood his chiet Secretary ; 
on his other ſide the great 
Commander of ſilence, both in 
Cloth of gold ; then fate his 
Council of 150 round about on 
high Seats, clad all as richly. 
Chancelor nothing abaſh'd made 
his obeyſance to the Emperour 
after the Engliſh manner. The 

Empe- 
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Emperour having taken , and 
read his Letters, after ſome en- 
quiry of King Edward's Health, 
invited them to dinner, and tull 
then diſmiſsd them. But before 
diſmiſſion the Secretary preſen- 
ted their Preſent bareheaded ; 
till which time they were all 
coverd ; 'and before admittance 
our men had charge not to 
ſpeak, but when the Emperour 
demanded ought. Having fat 
two hours in the Secretary's 
Chamber, they were at* kngth 
calld in to dinner ; where the 
Emperour was ſet at Table, 
now in a Robe of filver, and 
another Crown on his Head. 
This place was calld the golden 
Palace, but without cauſe for 
the Eng/ifþ men had ſeen many 
fairer; round about the room ; 
but at diſtance, were other long 
Tables ; in the midſt a Cup: 
board of huge and maſly gob- 


kts, and other Veſlels of gold 
and 
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and ſilver ; among the reſt four 
= Flagons nigh two yards 
gh, wrought in the top' with 
devices of Towers and Dragons 
heads. The Gueſts aſcended to 
their Tables by three ſteps ; all 
apparelld in Linnen , and that 
lifd with rich Furrs. The Me. 
fes came in without order, but 
all in Chargers of gold, both to 
the Emperour , and to the reſt 
that din'd there, which were 
two hundred perſons; on every 
Board alſo were ſet Cups of 
gold without number. The Ser- 
vitors one hundred and forty 
were likewife arrayd in gold, 
md waited with Caps on their 
heads. They that are in high 
tavour fit on the fame Bench 
with the Emperour, but far off. 
Before Meat came in , accor- 
ding to the cuſtom of their 
Kings, he ſent to every Gueſt 
a ſhce of Bread ; whom the Ot: 
ficer naming faith thus, Fohn 
(3 Eajt- 
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Bafiliwich Emperour of Ruſs, &c. 
doth reward thee with Bread , 
at , which words all men ſtand 
up. Then were Swans in fſe- 
veral pieces ſerv'd in, each piece 
in a ſeveral Diſh, which the 
great Duke ſends about as .the 
Bread, and ſo likewiſe the Drink. 
In dinner time he twice chang'd 
his Crown , his Waiters thrice 
their Apparel ; to whom the 
Emperour in like manner gives 
both Bread and Drink with his 
own hands ; which they ſay is 
done .to the intent that he may 
perfectly know his own Hout- 
hold; and indeed when, dinner 
was done, he calld his Nobles 
every one . before him by name; 
and by this time Candles were 
brought in, for it grew dark; 
and the Engliſh departed to their 
Lodgings trom dinner, an hour 
within night. 

In the Year 1555. Chancelor 
made another voiage to this 
Place 
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Place with Letters from Queen 
Mary ; had a Houſe in Myſco, 
and Diet appointed him ; and 
was ſoon admitted to the Empe- 
rour's preſence in a large room 
ſpread with Carpets ; at his en- 
tring and falutation all ſtood 
up, the Emperour onely ſitting, 
except. When the Queen's name 
was read, or ſpoken; tor then 
he himſelf would riſe :- at dinner 
he fate bareheaded ; his Crown 
and rich Cap ſtanding on a Pi- 
nacle by. Chancelor returning 
for England, Oſep Napea Gover- 
nour of Wologda came in tis 
Ship Ambaſſadour from the 
Ruſſe ; but ſuffering ſhipwrack 
in Pettiſlego a Bay in Scotland, 
Chancelor who took more care 
to fave the Ambaſhadour than 
himſelf was drown'd, the Ship 
rifled, and moſt. of her lading 
made booty by the People 
thereabour. 
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In the Year 1557. Oſep Na- 


310, (yc. Pea returned into his Countrey 


with Antony Fenkinſon who had 
the command of four tall Ships. 
He reports of a Whirlpool be- 
tween the Roſt Iſlands and Lo- 
foot calld Maleſtrand ; which 
from half ebb till halt flood is 
heard to make ſo terrible a noiſe, 
as ſhakes the Door-rings of Hou- 
ſes in thoſe Iſlands ten mile off ; 
Whales that come within the 
Current thereof make a pittifull 
cry ; Trees carried in and caſt 


' out again have the ends and 


boughs of them fo beaten, as they 
ſeem like the ſtalks of bruized 
Hemp. About Zeinam they ſaw 


many Whales very monſtrous 


hard by their Ships ; whereof 
ſome by eſtimation ſixty foot 
long ; they roard: hideouſly, it 
being then the time of their 
engendring. At Wardhouſe, he 
faith, the Cattel are fed with 
Fiſh. Coming to Moſco , he 

tound 
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found the Emperour ſitting a- 
loft in a Chair of ſtate, richly 
crown'd, a Staft of gold in his 
hand wrought with coſtly ſtone. 
Diſtant from him fate his Bro- 
ther, and a Youth the Empe- 
rour's Son of Caſan whom the 
Ruſs had conquer ; there din'd 
with him diverſe Ambaſſadours, 
Chriſtian and Heathen, diverſely 
apparell'd ; his Brother with ſome 
of the chiet Nobles fate with 
him at Table : the Gueſts were 
in all ſix hundred. In dinner 
time came in ſix Muſicians; and 
ſtanding in the midſt, ſung three 
ſeveral times, but with little or 
no delight to our 'men ; there 
dind at the fame time in other 
Halls two thouſand Zartars who 
came to ſerve the Duke in his 
Wars. The Engliſh were ſet at 
a ſmall Table by themſelves di- 
re& before the Emperour ; who 


ſent them diverſe Bowles of Wine 


and Meath and many Dithes 
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from his own hand : the: Meſles 
were but mean, but the change 
of Wines and ſeveral Meaths 
were wonderfull, As oft as they 
din'd with the Emperour , he 
ſent for them in the Morning, 
and invited them with his own 
mouth. On Chriftmaſs day be- 
ing invited , they had for other 
proviſion as before ; but tor ſtore 
of gold and filver Plate excel- 
ſive; among which were twelve 
Barrels of ſilver, hoop'd with fine 
gold containing twelve gallons a» 
piece. 

1560. Was the firſt Engliſh 
trafick to the Narve in Livo- 
ia, till then conceal'd by Dan- 
Skers and Lubeckers. 

1561. The ſame Antony Fen- 
tinſcn made another votage to 
Moſco ; and arrivd while the 
Emperour was celebrating his 
marriage with a Circaftan Lady ; 
during which time the City 
Gates tor three daies were kept 
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ſhut ; and all men whatſoever 
ſtraitly commanded to keep 
within their Houſes ; except 
ſome of his Houſhold; the cauſe 
whereof is not known. 

1566. He made again the 
ſame voiage ; which now men 
uſually made in a month from 
London to Saint Nicholas with 
good Windes, being ſeven hun- 
dred and fifty leagues. 

1568. Thomas Randolf, Eq; 
went Embaſſadour to Muſcovy , 
from Queen Elizabeth ; and in 
his paſſage by Sea met nothing 


remarkable ſave great ſtore of 


Whales, whom they might ſee 
engendring together, and the 
Sperma-ceti ſwimming on the 
Water. At Colmogro he was 
met by a Gentleman from the 
Emperour , at whoſe charge he 
was conducted to Moſco : but 
met there by no man ; not ſo 
much as.the Engliſh ; lodg'd in a 
fair Houſe built for Ambaſſa- 
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dours ; but there confind upon 
ſome ſufpicion which the Empe- 
rour had conceav'd ; ſent for. af 
length aſter ſeventeen weeks de- 
lay, was fain to ride thither on 
a borrow'd Horſe, his men on foot. 
In a Chamber betore the preſence 
were fitting about three hun- 
dred Perſons , all in rich Robey 
taken out of the Emperour's 
Wardrobe for that day ; they 
ſate on three ranks of Benches, 
rather for ſhew than that the 
Perſons were. of honour ; being 
Merchants, and other mean In- 
habitants. The Ambaſſadour fa- 
luted them, but by them unſa- 
Juted paſsd on with his Head 
coverd. At the Preſence door 
being receivd by two which 
had been his Guardians , and 
brought into the midſt, he was 
there willd to ſtand ſtill, and 
ſpeak his meſſage from the 
, at whoſe name the Em- 
perour ſtood up, and TER 
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her health : then giving the 
Ambaſſadour bis Hand to kiſs 
fell to many queftions. The 
Preſent being deliverd , which 
was a great ſilver Bowle curi- 
ouſly grav'n, the Emperour told 
him, he dind not that day 
' openly becauſe of great Affairs ; 
but, faith he, I will ſend thee 
my Dinner , and augment thy 
Allowance. And fo diſmiſſing 
him, ſent a Duke richly appa- 
relld ſoon after to his Lodging 
with fifty Perſons each of them 
carrying Meat in filver Diſhes 
cover d ; which himſfelt deliverd 
into the Ambaſſadour's own 
bands taſting firſt of every 
Diſh, and every ſort of Drink ; 
that done, ſet him down with 
his Company, took part, and 
went® not thence unrewarded. 
The Emperour ſent back with 
this Ambaſſadour another of 
his own calld Andrew Savzn. 
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1571. Fenkinſon made a tinrd 
voiage ; but was ſaid long at 
Colmogro by reaſon of the 
Plague in thoſe Parts ; at length 
had audience where the Conrt 
then was, ncar to Pereſlave ; to 
which place the Emperour was 
return'd from his Swediſh War 
with ill ſucceſs : and Moſco the 
ſame year had been wholly 
burnt by the Crim ; in it the 
Emliſh Hoaſe, and diverſe En- 
gliſh were fmotherd in the Sel. 
lars, multitudes of People in 
the City | all that were 
young led captive with excee- 
ding ſpoil. 

1583. Juan Baſiliwich having 
the year before ſent his Ambaſſa- 
dour Pheodor Andrewich about 
matters of Commerce, the Queen 
made choice of Sir Ferom Bowes, 
one of her houſhold, to go into 
Ruſſia ; who being attended with 
more than forty perſons, and ac- 
companied with the Ruſſe re- 


turning 
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turning home, arriv'd at St. Nz. 
colas. The Dutch by this time 
had intruded into the Muſcovy- 
Trade ; which by privilege long 
before had been granted ſolely 
to the Emeliſh ; and had cor- 
rupted to their fide Shalkan the 
Chancellor , with others of the 
great ones; who ſo wrought, 
that a creature of their own was 
ſent to meet Sir Ferom at Col. 
mogro, and to offer him occaſj- 
ons of diſlike : Until at Yologda 
he was receiv'd by another from 
the Emperour ; and at Teraſlave 
by a Duke well accompanied , 
who preſented him with a Coach 
and ten Geldings. Two miles 
from -Moſco met him four Gen- 
tlemen with Two hundred Horſe, 
who aſter ſhort falutation, told 
him what they had to ſay trom the 
Emperour, willing him to alight, 
which the Ambaſladorir ſoon re- 
fusd, unleſs they allo I ghted ; 
whereon they food long deba- 

c1ng ; 
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ing ; at length agreed, great dij- 
Pu Glow : = $ ſhould 

touch the ground. Their 
Meſfage deliverd, and then em- 
bracing,. they condudted the Am- 
baſlador to a houſe -at Moſco, 
built tor him purpoſely. Ar his 
going to Court he and his fol- 
lowers honourably mounted and 
apparell'd, the Emperour's Guard 
were fet on either ſide all the 
way about 6000 ſhot. At the 
Court-gate met him four Noble- 
men in Cloth of Gold, and rich 
Furr-Caps, embroider'd with Pearl 
and Stone ; then four others of 
greater degree, in which paſlage 
there ſtood along the Walls, and 
fate on Benches ſeven or eight 
hundred men in colour'd Sattins 
and Gold. At thc Preſence-dore 
met him the chiet Herald, and 
with him all the great Officers 
of Court, who brought him 
where the Emperour fate : there 


were ſet by him thrze Crowns 
of 
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off | Muſcovy, Cazan and Aſtracan ; 
on each ſide ſtood two young 
Noblemen , coſtly apparelfd in 
White ; each of them had a broad 
Axe on his ſhoulder ; on the 
Benches round fate above a hun- 
dred Noblemen. Having givn 
the Ambaſſadour his hand to kiſs, 
and enquird of the Queens Health, 
he willd him to go fit in the 
place provided for him, nigh ten 
paces diſtant ; from thence to 
tend him the Queens Letters and 
Preſent. Which the Ambaſſadour 
thinking not reaſonable, ſtepd 
forward ; but the Chancellor 
meeting him, would have tak'n 
his Letters; to whom the Am- 
baſſadour ſaid, that the Queen had 
directed no Letters to him ; and 
ſo went on and deliverd them 
to the Emperour's own hands ; 
and after a ſhort withdrawing in- 
to the Council-Chamber, where 


he had Conference with ſome of 


the Council, he was call'd in to 
din- 
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dinner : about the midſt where. 
of, the Emperour ſtanding up, 
drank a deep Carouſe to the 
Queens Health, and ſent to the 
Ambaſſadour a great Bowl of 
Rheniſh - Wine to pledge him. 
But at ſeveral times being call 


for to treat about Afﬀairs, and not 


yielding ought beyond his Com- 
miſſion, the Emperour not wont 
to be gain-lay'd, one day eſpeci- 
ally broke into paſſion, and with 
a {tern countenance told him, he 
did not reckon the Queen to be 
his fellow ; tor there are, quoth 
he, her betters. The Ambaſla- 
dour not holding it his part, what- 
ever danger might enſue, to hear 
any derogate trom the Majeſty 
of. his Prince, with, like courage 
and countenance told him, that 
the Queen was equal to any 
in Chrittendom who thought 
himſelt greateſt ; and wanted 
not means to offend her Ene- 


mics whomſocver. Yea, quoth 
he, 
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he, what faiſt thou of the French 
and Spaniſh Kings ? I hold her, 
quoth tie Ambaſiadour , equal 
to either. Then what to the 
German Emperour 2 Her Father, 
quoth he, had the Emperour in 
his pay. This anſwer miſſik'd 
the Duke fa far, as that he told 
him, were he not. an Ambaſia- 
dour, he would throw him out 
of doors. You may, faid the 
Ambaſladour, doe your will, 
for I am now faſt in your 
Countrey-,; but the, Queen I 
doubt not will know how to 
be reveng d of any injury offerd 
to her Ambaſladour. Whereat 
the Emperour in great ſudden 
bid him get home ; and he 
with no more reverence than 
ſuch uſage requird, ſaluted the 
Emperour, and went his way. 
Notwithtlanding this, the Mu- 
avite, ſoon as his mood left 
him, ſpake to them that ſtood 


by , many praiſes of the Am- 
baſla- 
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baſſadour, wiſhing he had ſuch 
a Servant, and preſently after 
ſent his chief Secretary to tell 
him that whatever had paſsd 
in words, yet for his great re: 
ſpe& to the Queen, he would 
ſhortly after diſpatch him -witlr 
honour and full contentment , 
and in the mean while he much 
enlargd his entertainment. He 
alſo deſird that the Points of 
our Religion might-be ſet down, 
and causd them to be read to 
his Nobility with much- appro- 
bation. And as the year before 
he had ſought in marriage the 
Lady Mary Haſtings, which took 
not effe&t, the Lady and her 
Friends excuſing it, he now a- 
gain renu'd the motion to take |t 
to wife ſome one of the Queen's: || 
Kinſwomen either by ſending 
an Embaſſage, or going himlfelt+ 
with his Treafure into England. 
Now happy was that Nobleman 


whom Sir Ferom Bawes in pub- 
lick 


Mo 
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lick - favour'd ; unhappy- th 

who had opposd hi. for - 4 
.Emperour beaten Shalkar 
the Chancelour very grievoully 
for that cauſe; and threatn'd not 
to keaye one of his race alive. 
But. the Emperour dying -ſoon 
after - of a Surfeit , Shalkax to 
whom. then almoſt the whole 
Gavermment _ was committed , 
cans'd the Ambaſſadour to re- 
main- cloſe Priſoner in his Houſe 
nine, weeks. Being ſent for at 
kngth to have his diſpatch, and 
ſlightly enough conducted to 
the Council Chamber , he was 
told by Shalkan that this Em- 
ffrour would condeſcend 'to no 
other agreements than were be- 


tween his Father and the Queen 
before- his coming : and ſo- dif 
ming both him and his Com- 
y, brought them to the Em- 
rour with many aftronts in 
ir - paſſage, for which there 
as-no help but patience. The

1588. Dr. Giles Fletcher went

invited him to Moſco with ' offer 
of two thouſand pound a year,

the Emperour's Stable brought 
him 2 Gennet gorgeouſly trapt 
1th gold ; pearl- and ſtone, el- 
ecially 'with a great Chain. of 
ated gold about his Neck , 
and Horſes richly adorn'd for 
his lowers.
